TITLE 3, SUBTITLE 2A OF THIS ARTICLE, THE EXISTENCE OF PROFESSIONAL 20 

LIABILITY INSURANCE COVERAGE IS ADMISSIBLE IF: 21 

 

  (1) AN EXPERT WITNESS OFFERS OPINION TESTIMONY BEFORE A 22 

FINDER OF FACT; AND 23 
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  (2) (I) THE PROFESSIONAL LIABILITY INSURANCE CARRIER 1 

FOR THE EXPERT WITNESS IS A MUTUAL COMPANY OR A SELF–INSURED ENTITY; 2 

AND 3 

 

   (II) A JUDGMENT AGAINST ANY DEFENDANT IN THE ACTION 4 

AS TO WHOM LIABILITY IS AN ISSUE IN DISPUTE WOULD BE PAID BY THE 5 

PROFESSIONAL LIABILITY INSURANCE CARRIER FOR THE EXPERT WITNESS. 6 

 

 (B) EVIDENCE OF THE EXISTENCE OF PROFESSIONAL LIABILITY 7 

INSURANCE COVERAGE IS ADMISSIBLE UNDER THIS SECTION SOLELY FOR THE 8 

PURPOSE OF ASSESSING THE BIAS, IF ANY, OF THE EXPERT WITNESS IN 9 

PROVIDING THE OPINION TESTIMONY. 10 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 11 

October 1, 2012. 12
